GENEVA (AP)—Kim Yong 
Shik, South Korean ambassador 
to France, warned the Interna- 
tional Red Cross Committee 
(CICR) Friday that the dis- 
patch of a mission to Japan to 
screen Koreans wishing to 
leave for North Korea would 
inevitably lead to the immedi- 
ate break of all relations be- 
tween Japan and the Republic 
of Korea. 

Kim met the top officials of 
the International Committee 
for the second day in succes- 
sion to repeat South Korea’s 
protests against the Japanese 
plan to repatriate thousands of 
Koreans to Communist North 
Korea. He was accompanied 
by Lee Bum Suk, head of the 
South Korean Red Cross junior 
division, and Choi Kyu Ha, 
counselor of the South Korean 
mission in Tokyo. 


Kim told the committee offi- 
cials that the repatriation plan 
was a political and not a hu- 
manitarian action, and would 
inevitably lead to an increase in 
any tension in the Far 

t. 


The Japan Red Cross has 
asked the International Com- 
mittee to supervise the screen- 
ing of Koreans to ensure that 
none leaves for North Korea 
against his will. The commit- 
tee agreed to assist the plan 
in principle, but has shown 
hesitation in practice in view 
of the repeated and vigorous 
South Korean protests.

Korean Housewives Say 
They Prefer to Stay

KAWASAKI — Communist 
North Korea’s campaign for re- 
turn of Korean residents in Ja- 

stands a good chance of 
backfiring. The reason: stubborn 
housewives. 

The Pyongyang regime may 
be shocked when and if re 
patriation is carried out, to find 
that only a tiny fraction of the 
117,000 Koreans who the Com- 
munists say want to go to 
North Korea from Japan actual- 
ly may make the trip. 

Officials of a Korean settle- 
ment in this industrial city near 
Tokyo said that determined 
wives have put their feet down. 

The wives don’t want to go to 
North Korea. For that matter, 
they don’t want to go to South 
Korea. They just want fo stay 
in Japan, 

“Houswives here think over 
the matter of repatriation more 
seriously than do their hus- 
bands who are more easily 


swayed by propaganda, said 
one official who asked to be 
identified only by the very com- 
mon name of Kim. 

PO oe. women are more realis- 
tic.” 

For that reason, he said, not 
one of the Koreans in his dis- 
trict would choose repatriation 
if it were offercd tomorrow. 

Kim said that two or three 
pro-Communist Koreans cam- 
paigned in the area to get Ko- 
reans to signify their desire to 
go to the north, 


A “few” applied for repatria- 
tion, he said, but most of them 
later withdrew the applications 
when they obtained more com- 
plete information. South Ko- 
rean sympathizers also cam- 
paigned in the area. 


Kim said he was neutral in 
the argument, being neither 
 pro-North nor pro-South.

Stiff Soviet 
Fishery Plan 
Is Surprise 
To Japanese 


The Soviet delegation at the 
12th plenary session of the Ja- 
pan-Soviet Union Fishery Com- 
mittee yesterday put forward 
an unexpectedly stiff proposal 
regarding the enlargement of 
restrictive fishing areas and 
shortening of the fishing sea- 
son. 

The committee mef to start 
deliberations on restrictive 
measures relative to salmon 
and other fishing in waters to 
the north of Japan. 

Agriculture-Forestry Minister 
Kunio Miura said last night that 
the Soviet proposal was “very 
severe.” 

He said he could not reveal 
the details of the Soviet pro- 
posal, but that Japan could not 
accept it if it ran counter to 
the Japanese goal of hauling 
165,000 tons of fish. 

Japan takes the stand that 
salmon resources will not de- 
crease as a result of offshore 
fishing. Therefore, it cannot 
accept any plan to further re- 


fishing season, Miura said. 

It has been agreed between 
the two countries not to fish in 
the Okhotsk Sea, Miura said. 

Therefore, he said, the Gov- 
ernment cannot accept Socia- 
list Party’s proposal to present 
a bipartisan resolution asking 
Russia to permit in the 
Okhotsk Sea. 

The Japanese delegation is 
expected to reject the Russian 
plan at a plenary session today 
and propose the details be 
debated by the scientific and 
technological committee. 

Prior to presentation of the 
Russian plan, a report by the 
scientific and technological 
committee, dealing with fishery 
resources in the waters con- 
cerned, had been adopted. 

The report commented on (1) 
general problems concerning the 
appraisal of fishery resources; 
(2) immature salmon; (3) re- 
sources of pink salmon; (4) re- 
sources of dog salmon; (5) re 
sources of red salmon; (6) re- 


king salmon; (7) appraisal of 
the general situation of salmon 
resources in 1959. 

Of these points, agreement 
has been reached by the two 
parties on the situation regard- 
ing immature salmon, and a par- 
tial agreement on the general 
problems concerning the apprai- 
sal of fishery resources. 

However, there was a com- 
plete divergence of views in re- 
gard to other points. 

Points on which agreement 
had been reached were adopted 
at yesterday's session, but it 
agreed that adjustments to 
the report be made before the 
other points were considered. 


OkhotskSeaF ishing 
Urged for Japanese 


A resolution urging the So- 
viet Union to permit Japanese 
fishermen to operate in the Ok- 
hotsk Sea was introduced by the 
Socialist Party at the House of 
Representatives Agriculture- 
Forestry aye yesterday 
morning. 

The Opposition party singly 
sponsored the resolution after 
its proposal for a joint sponsor- 
ship was rejected by Liberal- 
Democratic representatives on 
the committee. 

The resolution called on the 
Japan-Soviet Fisheries Commit. 
tee to help raise the depressed 
living standard of Japanese fish- 
ermen on the Okhotsk Sea coast 
of Hokkaido by permitting them 
to catch salmon in that sea. 

The Socialists also proposed 
that the two countries conduct 
scientific research into salmon 
resources in the sea. 

The committee last year de- 
cided on total. suspension of 
Japanese salmon fishing in the 
sea effective Jan. 1 this year. 


50 Rightist Groups

Kishi Defines 
Ryukyu Stand 
If Attacked 


Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi declared yesterday that 
unprovoked aggression against 
Okinawa could be construed as 
an act of aggression against 
Japan. 

But, he said, whether or not 
Japan’s Self-Defense Forces 
would be called on to fight 
in such an event would depend 
on the wishes of the United 
States, which has administrative 
rights over the Ryukyu nds. 

Kishi made the statement in 
the House of Councillors Budget 
Committee in reply to Fukuzo 
Nakayama of the Ryokufukai. 
Nakayama asked whether Japan 
had renounced the right of ter- 
ritorial possession, utilization 
and disposition of Okinawa 
when it forfeited administrative 
rights over the islands in the 
San Francisco Peace Treaty. 

Michitoshi Takahashi, director 
of the Foreign Office Treaties 
Bureau, said Japan still retained 
territorial rights 
over Okinawa. 

He said, “We haven't relin- 
quished all our rights in the 
case of Okinawa as in the cases 
of Taiwan and the Kurilés.” - 
Asked by Nakayama whether 
Japan wouldn't have to send 
Self-Defense Forces to Okinawa 
in case of ion, Shuzo Ha- 
yashi, director of the Cabinet 
Legislation Bureau, said. “Not 
unless the United States wanted 
us to.” 

Hayashi said that although 
the United States had adminis- 
trative rights over Okinawa 
“theoretically” Japan retained 
territorial sovereignty and the 
right of self defense over the 
islands. 

Nakayama also raised the 
question of Japan’s rights in 
the Antarctic. He asked whe 
ther Japan should not seek

BELFAST, Northern 
Ireland (AP)—British 
Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan said Friday he 
had made some modest 
progress on “possible ideas 
of disarmament” in talks 
with Soviet Premier Nikita 


Khrushchev. 


But, the Prime Minister said, 
Russia and the West appear to 
be very far apart “on the great 
issue of European security, of 
Germany and of Berlin.” 

Macmillan made the com- 
ments in an address to the 
Ulster Unionist Council in Bel- 
fast. He is making a one-day 
political visit to the Northern 
Ireland capital. 

Macmillan repeated Friday 
that he did not by any means 
reach agreement on everything 
he talked to the Soviet Premier 
about. But he said he did feel 
that he now had a clearer idea 
of the Soviet thinking on inter- 
national questions, 

“I have certainly got a better 
idea than I had of the basis of 


Macmillan’ reiterated’. the 
three principal points of the 
joint Anglo-Russian declaration 
made in Moscow just before his 
return to London earlier this 
week. 

They were that Russia and 
Britain agree to act in the 
spirit and letter of the United 
Nations Charter in approaching

A-Test Ban Meet

State Department welcomed the 
bilateral defense agreements 
signed with three Baghdad Pact 
nations Thursday. 

A statement said the conclu-

P.I. Orders 
Release of 
Soviet Ships 


MANILA (UPI)—The Philip- 
pine Government ordered Fri- 
day night the release of five 
Russian trawlers which have 
been detained by naval authori- 
ties in Diriqui Bay since last 
Friday. 


Foreign Secretary Felixberto 
Serrano announced that he had 
issued the order for the release 
of the Soviet vessels to the De- 
fense Department to relay it to 
the Philippine Navy. 


Serrano said that a special 
Defense Department intelligence 
team had found “s&tisfactory” 
the reasons given by the Rus- 
sians for entering Philippine 
waters without proper permit. 

The intelligence unit inquired 
for two days into the Soviet 
seamen’s claims that they an- 
chored one mile off the coast 
of northern Luzon because of 
engine trouble and high seas. 

The Russian flotilla, which 
had refused to be escorted by 
the Philippine Navy to Poro 
Point naval base for “routine” 
interrogation was expected to 
sail shortly for Vladivostok, its 
destination. 

The Soviet ships were releas- 
ed an hour and a half after 
President Carlos P. Garcia had 
suggested caution in handling 
the case of the Russian intru- 
sion into Philippine territorial 
waters. 

(And only a few hours before 
Garcia's suggestion, AP had re- 
ported a Soviet demand that 
Manila release the trawlers or 
face a damage suit of $12,000 
daily since the detention began. 

(The demand was contained 
in a note handed by the senior 
Soviet officer to an armed forces 
intelligence team investigating 
the ship’s crew.) 

Reporters said they did not 
see any sign of fishing equip- 
ment and described the trawlers 
as spic and span as any naval 
vessel,

Pioneer Breaks Record 

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Amer- 
iea’s Pioneer IV rocket flashed 
back radio signals Friday from 
deeper in space than any other 
man-made object. 


The Goldstone tracking facili- 
ty in California’s Majave Desert 
picked up the rocket’s signals 
at an estimated 403,000 miles 
from the earth at 7:50 a.m. EST 
(9:50 p.m. JST). Scientists said 
its velocity was slowing down 
but that it was still going in 
excess of 4,000 miles an hour. 


At 12:36 a.m. EST (2:36 p.m. 
JST) signals received at the 
Jodrell Bank radio-telescope at 
Manchester, England, revealed 
that the gold-plated cone was 
380,000 miles from the earth. 

Pioneer IV's batteries were 
designed to last for 90 hours 
or longer, leading scientists to 
hope that it would continue to 
send signals up until at least 6 
p.m. EST (8 am. JST Satur- 
day). 

The space capsule set the rec- 
ord for space signal transmis- 
sion on its way to its eternal 
orbit around the sun. The Com- 
munist newspaper Pravda 
claimed Russia's Lunik satellite 
was heard from 370,000 miles 
out before contact was lost. 
U.S. scientists agreed that the 
Lunik had sent signals from at 
least 350,000 miles out. 

Ié the batteries inside Pioneer 
IV function until late this after- 
noon, the satellite could trans- 
mit until it was 445,000 miles 
from earth. 

The Pioneer, which soared 
past the moon Wednesday, al- 
ready is orbiting the sun, but 


will move into its permanent 
orbit on March 17. 
Government scientists said 


that for a period “comparable 
to the life of our universe” the 
gold-plated 23-inc’ long instru- 
ment package will continue to 
revolve around the sun every 
382 days. 


293 Dutch Firms

Marriage Funds

About 70 young members 
of the Japan Postal Work- 
ers Union staged a sit-down 
strike yesterday at the Pos- 
tal Services Ministry Build- 
ing, demanding payment of 
¥30,000 as a “marriage 
fund.” 

.The strikers, who with- 
drew at 5 p.m., contended 
that their salaries are too 
low fot them to save money 
for their future marriages. 

The strike followed re- 
fusal by the Postal Services 
Vice Minister of their 
“polite” request for an in- 
terview.

U.S. Said 
Wary of Big 
Pact Change 


Foreign Minister Aiichiro Fuji- 
yama yesterday told his Cabi- 
net colleagues that the United 
States would not accept an over- 
all revision of the present secu- 
rity treaty with Japan. 
Fujiyama gave this opinion 
while outlining his plans for 
pact revision at a special con- 
ference of Cabinet members call- 
ed to study the proposed secu- 
rity treaty amendment. 

The Foreign Minister, inform- 
ed sources said, pointed out 
America’s reluctance to change 
the basic nature of the treaty 
apparently by way of criticizing 
the advocates of an over-all pact 
revision among Liberal-Democra- 
tic Party members. 

The conference lasted for only 
half an hour. Fujiyama explain- 
ed his plans and answered a 
few questions. The questions 
reportedly concerned the propos- 
ed deletion of the civil disturb- 
ance clause in the treaty and 
the expected change in the 
character of Japanese Self-De 
fense Forces. 

The special conference, which 
followed the regular Cabinet 
meeting, marked the start of a 
full-dress campaign to coordi- 
nate the views within the Gov- 
ernment party on the new se- 
curity treaty. 

Fujiyama told reporters after 
the meeting that early next 
week, Liberal-Democratic Par- 
ty Secretary General Takeo 
Fukuda would submit his pact 
revision plans for deliberation 
by various party organs includ- 
ing the Executive Board and the 
Foreign Affairs Research Coun- 
cil. 


Defense Agency to Use 
Komatsu Airfield 


KANAZAWA (Kyodo)—The 
Komatsu Airfield, released last 
year by the U.S. Air Force, will 
be used hereafter by the De 
fense Agency. 

This announcement yesterday 
by the Hokuriku chapter of the 
National Property Council 
settled a protracted controversy 
whether or not the airfield 
should be converted into a base 
for jet aircraft.

In addition to the Sumitomo 
Chemical Ind and Kami- 
shima Chemical Industry uni- 
ons, Which started their walk- 
outs earlier in the week, the 
unionists of the Miike Dyestuff 
Plant of the Mitsul Chemical 
Industry, Befu Chemical Co., 
and the Honshu Chemical In- 
dustry declared walkouts for 
indefinite period, while 
workers of the Japan Carlite 
Co. responded with a 24hour 
strike starting 1 p.m. yesterday. 

Of the 52 unions affiliated 
with the Gokaroren, 35 have 
been offered wage hikes of ¥1,- 
000-¥2,000 by the management, 
but Gokaroren headquarters 
plan on a second-wave offen- 
sive today. 

Meanwhile, the Mitsui Mining 
Co. unionists, who went into a 
first-wave strike Monday, fol- 
lowed it up yesterday by a sec- 
ond series of strikes to oppose 
the “rationalization of manu- 
facturing facilities.” 

About 14,300 miners yester- 
day morning deserted their 
worksites in the Bibai, Suna- 
kawa and Ashibetsu mines in 
Hokkaido. The production is 
expected to decrease by 7,700 
— during the 24-hour walk- 
ou 

Today the Hokkaido miners 
are scheduled to be joined by

9 Koreans Nabbed 
ForPickingPockets 


Metropolitan police have ar- 
rested nine Koreans for picking 
pockets in Tokyo and various 
other cities since last year. 

The arrested included Keiko 
Boku, 38, of Shinjuku Ward al- 
leged to be the ring leader.

Osaka Savant Elated Over Ist 
Picture of Atomic Particle 


OSAKA—Dr. Kazuhiko Nishi- 
jima of Osaka University, who 
discovered an atomic particle 
known as Xi zero some five 
years ago, expressed his joy 
yesterday to learn that Univer- 
sity of California scientists had 
succeeded in photographing the 
elusive particle. 


Dr. Nishijima explained that 


in elemental particle theory 4 | of 


large number of inexplicable 
strange particles (Sigma 
Lambda) have been detected 
for a number of years. 


He established a “theory of 
strangeness” in 1953 £and 
predicted the existence of & 
new strange particle which 
came in pairs. 


The following year in 1954, 
Dr. Nishijima confirmed that 
the new particle was Xi zero. 
He announced his discovery in 
1955 in the scientific magazine 
" of Theoretical Phy- 
sics” (Riron-Butsurigaku 
Shimpo). 

He explained that when or- 
dinary particles disintegrate, 
they are marked by an electrical 
discharge and are therefore easy 
to catch, but the new particle is 
hard to find even when it breaks

Plan Offered 


To Forestall - 
Rail Strikes. 


The Government yesterday 
came up. with a compromise 
plan to forestall a 24-hour pri- 
vate railway strike scheduled 
for tomorrow. 

The plan was presented to 
the labor unions and manage- 
ment of private railways by 
Ichiro Nakayama, chairman of 
the Central Labor Relations 
Commission. It calls for a 
wage increase of ¥1,250 per 
month beginning next month. 

The labor unions immediate- 
ly turned down the Govern- 
ment compromise plan and in- 
sisted on a minimum raise of 
¥1350 per month retroactive 
from January. ; 

The private railway com- 
panies, however, accepted the 
Government plan without reser- 
vation. 

While negotiations were go- 
ing on yesterday, the 122,000- 


member Japan Federation of 
Private Railway Workers 
Unions (Shitetsu Soren) car- 


ried out partial strikes. 

Meanwhile, the Kobe Steel 
Works chapter of the Japan 
Federation of Iron and Steel 
Workers Union was offered a 
¥800 monthly increase from 
management yesterday.

Possibility in 10 Years

NEW YORK (UPI)—World- 
wide television . .. how soon? 
“Perhaps within 10 years,” 
according to EBdmond H. 
Leavey, president of Interna- 


tional Telephone and _  Tele- 
graph Corporation, a former 
major general in the US. 


Army, and one of the nation’s 
foremost experts in commu- 
nications. 

“By one electronics develop- 
ment or another, worldwide 
television can be a reality with- 
in a generation—perhaps with- 
in 10 years,” he told me in an 
interview. “The major prob- 
lems have been solved, so this 
method of global communica. 
tions could come as quickly as 
capital is made available and 
the relay stations are built.” 

A second question was: what 
will this mean to the world? 
“Obviously, worldwide TV 
would bring a better under- 
standing among all free nations 
of the world,” said Leavey. 
“Conceivably it could mean 
the development of a universal 
language and, eventually, it 
should lead to an unprecedent- 
ed era of peace which I am 
sure all men, in their hearts, 
desire.” 

Already, the electronics in- 
dustry has made “international 
television” possible, marking a 
big. stride toward worldwide 
television. This was accomplish- 
ed through “over-the-horizon” 
transmission, a technique pio- 
neered by LT.&T, 

The first commercial televi- 
sion of “O/H,” as it is termed, 
came on Sept. 13, 1957, when a 
program originating in the Unit- 
ed States was seen in Cuba for 
the first time through this 
technique. 

Explaining how this tech- 
nique works, Leavey said:

With “O/H” transmission now 
working smoothly between 
Florida and Cube—over a 187- 
mile link from Florida City, 
Fla. to Guanabo, Cuba, just 
south of Havana—its future pos- 
sibilities exeite the imagination. 
Electronics experts believe it is 
only a question of time when 
this service will be worldwide. 

Every Friday night boxing 
matches in the United States, 
under the sponsorship of Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co. are 
seen in Cuba at the same time 
they are viewed in the U.S. 
Other programs have also been 
carried. 

The 1958 World Series games 
were transmitted from New 
York and Milwaukee to Cuba 
by “O/H.” On the spot coverage 
of the recent overthrow of 
Batista in Cuba was fed from 
Havana to United States TV 
screens by this technique. 

The next step in the direc- 
tion of worldwide TV, accord- 
ing to scientists, might be the 
establishment of a series of 
transmitters and receivers 
which would take the shortest 
route across the top of the world 
via land masses, with “O/H” 
transmitters shooting signals 
from one country to another. 

In Europe at present there is 
a TV network called Eurovision. 
It's a system whereby one 
European country transmits to 
another by TV—not on a regular 
basis but only on big events 
such as the coronation of the

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Dilemma of Japan PEN 


Predicament of Literary Organization Spotlighted by Koestler’s Letter 
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A Change of Date 


The Western democracies’ firmness appears to be secur- 
ing some result in that Soviet Premier Khrushchev now 
says he is prepared to postpone the May 27 deadline on 
Berlin—provided East-West negotiations are under way 
then. He mentions June 27 or maybe July 27 as a possible 
new date for his unilateral action on Berlin but we may 
perhaps suspect that he is ready to climb down on this 
point altogether if he can save face in doing so. 

The Soviet threat to give the East German Communist 
regime control over the Allied military traffic into Berlin 
on or about May 27, originally made last November, seems 
to have been designed primarily to cause confusion among 
the Western powers as much as possible, and it is quite 
likely that the Kremlin leaders expected it to reveal some 


definite weakness in their ranks. 


The firm attitude adopted 


by the Allies must have convinced them, however, that such 
expectations were unlikely of fulfillment and they are now 


thrown back on other tactics. 


We fear, however, that the Western powers are as- 
sured of plenty of trouble ahead. Mr. Khrushchev’s seem- 
ing climbdown—even though it be on a major point— 
cannot be said to help much toward a solution of the 
over-all question of the future of Germany and Berlin. 
What he is really saying now is: “I will hold my hand 
for the time being if you enter into negotiations which 
are satisfactory to my way of thinking.” 

The United States made it abundantly clear in its 
December 31 note that it would not embark on discussions 


“under the menace of an ultimatum.” 


Mr. Khrushchev 


denies that his Berlin “plan” was ever intended as an 


ultimatum but there can be 


no doubt that it was so in 


effect, and that, moreover, there is still a kind of extended 
ultimatum in force, to wit, an over-all threat that if any 


negotiations which may be 


commenced do not at any 


time please Moscow, unilateral action will be taken on 
Berlin by the Soviet Government at some as yet unspecified 


future date. 


The special use of the word “ultimatum” at any par- 
ticular juncture is hardly necessary; whether we call it 
a series of ultimatums or merely a claiming of the initia-

but it is always a challenge, and a challenge usually devoted 
to finding out some weak spot in the Free World’s defenses. 

But if the Soviet Government is really prepared to

Pres- 


ident Eisenhower on Wednesday reiterated his determina- 
tion to fulfill Allied obligations toward West Berlin and 
Germany, but said he welcomed the indication of a lessen- 
ing of rigidity by the Soviet Union with respect to negotiat- 
ing differences. The United States, he said, was viewing 
the latest Soviet note on the Berlin-Germany situation as 


optimistically as possible. 


But he again said he deplored 


talk about a heads-of-government conference if there were 
no likelihood of constructive results. 


| Mr. Eisenhower on Wednesday also pointed out that 
the latest Soviet note included what he termed a distortion 
with respect to the German Federal Republic’s troops. The 


arming 


of Free Germany was not accomplished until 1954, 


when the Federal Republic joined the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, he emphasized. Yet, the President, noted, 
Soviet East Germany had 50,000 troops under arms in 1950 
and between 225,000 and 240,000 in 1953. 

We may add to President Eisenhower’s remarks that 
the anniversary of the foundation of East Germany’s armed 
forces celebrated last Sunday with great eclat showed the 
emphasis being placed by the Reds on military might in 
the Communist sphere at the very same time as they are 
complaining of West Germany’s rearmament. The present 
strength of the East German army is a closely guarded 


military secret but it is believed to. be formidable. 


It is 


certainly a different proposition to the “police forces” and 

“factory fighting squads” as these were prior to 1956. 
Mr. Khrushchev’s Leipzig speeches may have had their 

humorous side, but his utterances, if carefully considered, 


serve to indicate that he is 


committed to strengthening 


the East German Red regime politically, militarily and 
economically. How this ties in with publicized notions 
on the reunification of Germany it is difficult to say. But 
it is extremely likely that Moscow is searching for a 
way to preserve the Communist set-up in East Germany 
without appearing to be strongly opposed to German unity. 

It may be observed that division of a country into 


two parts, as is the case not only with Germany, but with 
Vietnam and Korea, is hardly consonant with Communist 


totalitarian ideas. 


Doubtless it was only accepted on the 


principle that half a loaf is better than no bread. That 

the Reds are ready to give up their halves is difficult of 

belief; rather do they hope to secure the other halves. 

But if they are now convinced that this is impossible that” 
may be something to the good. 


The open letter of Arthur 
Koestler to the Japan PEN 
Club has produced considerable 
stir among Japanese intellec- 
tuals. 


Since Monday, the date of 
publication of the Koestler let- 
ter in Mainichi newspapers, the 
Japan PEN spent three days in 
preparing its reply to the Brit- 
ish author. The discussion, 
started by the directors’ meet- 
ing Mofiday afternoon, was car- 
ried over to its monthly general 
meeting the same evening, 
which would have had the famed 
writer as the guest of honor 
but for the alleged “political” 
character of that organization. 
Koestler wrote his letter by 
way of declining the invitation 
to that dinner party. 


The directors’ meeting Monday 
was held in the small PEN of- 
fice under the gaze of the now 
ubiquitous TV cameras, as well 
as newsmen. But neither the 
directors nor the subsequent 
general meeting could formulate 
a clearcut attitude. 


Finally, Miss Yoko Matsuoka, 
Japan PEN’s secretary general 
and addressee of the Koestier 
letter, announced her reply Wed- 
nesday evening. Her- reply, 
drafted with the assistance of 
PEN’s executive secretary Jun 
Takami and vice chairman Ko- 
jiro Serizawa, failed to deal with 
the problem squarely, however. 


Center of Issue. 


The center of controversy is 
the protest on the Boris Paster- 
nak affair, which the Japan 
PEN adopted at the extraordin- 
ary general meeting on Nov. 20. 
The statement of protest reads: 
“The Pasternak affair draws our 
attention in that it is no trivial 
matter in regard to the ques- 
tion of presentation in the field 
of literature, We are strongly 
opposed that it should be utiliz- 
ed. in the international world 
of power politics, Seen from a 
purely literary point of view 
and as a question of freedom 
of speech, we feel it as a very 
regrettable incident.” 

Commenting on this state 
ment, Koestler wrote: “The 
Japan PEN purports to stand 
for the freedom of expression 
of writers and poets regardless 
of race, nationality or political 
creed—yet when one of the 
most prominent members of 
our international fraternity was 
deprived of that right, was 
hounded and besmirched in a 
manner rarely paralleled in his- 
tory, you, his colleagues, is- 
sued a statement which if read 
carefully, puts more blame on 
the defenders of the victim 
than on his persecutors.” 


The Japan PEN’s stated 


op- 
position against utilization of 


the Pasternak affair in the inter- 
national power politics seems 
to imply that the protest is 
directed against both the de- 
fenders and the persecutors of 
Pasternak. Both in English 
and Japanese, it is clear that 
the insertion of this sentence 
neutralizes the effect of the pro- 
test. 


Virtual Admission 


Refuting Koestler’s view that 
the Japan PEN was putting 
“more blame on the defenders 
of the victim than on his per- 
secutors,” Miss Matsuoka said, 
“But this is exactly the opposite 
of what we had intended. None 
of the members of our center 
has made a protest on any simi- 
lar basis, with the exception of 
three foreign members, the Rev. 
Joseph Roggendorf, Mr. Edward 
Seidensticker and Dr. Ivan 
Morris.” 


What Miss Matsuoka claims 
amounts to the admission that 
all the Japanese members were 
unaware of, or chose to ignore 
the problem in the sense Koest- 
ler raises it. She continues on to

Soviet Concession 

It seems that East-West talks 
have been placed on the right 
tracks following Soviet ac- 
ceptance of the bid for a for- 
eign ministers’ conference as a 
step toward a meet of heads of 
Government. The Soviet Union 
thus has made a major conces- 
sion by withdrawing from the 
tough stand displayed in Pre 
' mier Nikita Khrushchev’'s elec- 
tion speech of Feb. 24. The 
West should respond to the So- 
viet concession by trying to 
bring about a “thaw” in the 
cold war. It would be a mis- 
take if the Western side inter- 
prets the Soviet concession as 
a retreat—since the Soviets 
have not budged an inch on the 
German issue.—Hokkaido Shim-

Work Stoppage 

It is regrettable that the 
Japan Postal Workers Union 
(Zentei) has deeided to call the 
most intense work stoppage 
ever held by the union to force 
the ‘Government to ratify ILO 
Convention No. 87 relating to 
freedom of association. There 
is a need, however, for Zentei 
to reexamine its projected ac- 
tion. The union should first 
bear in mind the existence of 
Paragraph 3, Article 4 of the 
Public Corporation Labor Rela- 
tions Law which prohibits any 
labor union of a public corpora- 
tion from having discharged 
personnel as union executives. 
Zentei may be considered an 


illegal union as it has such men 
as executives. If the union 
should discharge these execu- 
tives, the Government will be 
willing to ratify convention No. 
87 without the union having to 
resort to such a major work 
stoppage—Osaka Shimbun

Railway Strike 

It is natural that both the 
Education Ministry and the 
Labor Ministry should become 
jittery over a 24-hour strike 
slated by the Japan Federation 
of Private Railway Workers 
Unions for March 8.

Major points of revision 
of the law are aimed at fixing 
a national policy for establish-

ties. The propriety of training 
such commissioners without 
utilizing universities is doubted. 
There is rather a need for the 
Government to complete univer- 
sity facilities for training them. 
Setting State policy for opera- 
tion of community centers will 
hazard the danger of enforcing 
State control on social educa-

PEN Club Controversy 

It is to be regretted that the 
controversy between’ British 
anti-Communist author, Arthur 
Koestler, and the Japan PEN 
Club involved some misunder- 
standing of languages. Any- 
way, it is clear that the Japan 
PEN Club is not an organiza- 
tion to be labeled a_ political 
group as was charged by thé 
British writer. The fact is that 
the Japanese intellectuals or 
cultural persons have one con- 
spicuous tendency. That is, 
they are considerably wWweak- 
kneed in protesting against the 
persecutors of freedom. More- 
over, it is also accepted by 
many that in the field of 
ideology they are apt to 
truckle to a stronger power. 
Another thing is that they 
strongly criticize a nationalistic 
tendency but remain more or 
less weak-kneed toward a leftist 
move,—Asahi Shimbun 


say that the differences of 
opinion among the Japanese 
members were solely these “on 
the wording and arrangement 
of sentences.” 

It is rather difficult to believe 
in the verity of her statement, 
however. As a matter of fact, 
one Japanese member declared 
his secession from the PEN as 
soon as Miss Matsuoka’s reply 
was published in newspapers 
Thursday morning. 

Haga’s Charges 

In his notification to Chair- 
man Yasunari Kawabata, Mayu- 
mi Haga, noted professor of 
German literature, stated that 
the controversy on the Paster- 
nak affair had not been ger 
minated overnight. He charg- 
ed that the Japan PEN is 
politically controlled and it still 
persists in its repression of free 
speech. It seems that he means 
by “repression of free speech” 
the internal administration of 
that organization. 

Miss Matsuoka has said “none 
of the members of our cénter 
has made a protest.” This state- 
ment from the secretary general 
of the Japan PEN must be true, 
if protest means the formal pro- 
test. But her statement gives 
the impression that the Japa- 
nese PEN members are concern- 
ed with nothing more than the 
minor details of wording. But 
that is not true. 


Besides Prof. Haga, there are 
other members who are dissatis- 
fied with: the political philoso- 
phy of Miss Matsuoka and other 
leading members of the PEN, 
such as critic Suekichi Aono 
and novelist Tatsuzo Ishikawa. 

It may well be asked, there- 
fore, why those Japanese mem- 
bers, who are critical of the 


PEN leadership, failed to take P° 


action, when the three foreign 
members—Roggendorf, Seiden- 
sticker and Morris—took issue 
with the PEN’s “ambiguous. at- 
titude” on the Pasternak affair. 


Rift Within PEN 

Despite their inaction, how- 
ever, the Japan PEN has a 
dilemma in the rift within its 
organization. The rift is so 
deep-rooted as to necessitate ad- 
vocacy of “neutrality” and “co- 
existence.” ‘ At the general 
meeting on Monday for in 
stance, vice chairman Aono 
stressed that the Japan PEN has 
been following the policy of 
“neutrality in East-West con- 
frontation.” Then, executive 


secretary Takami quickly cor- 
rected him, stressing a subtle 
difference that “neutrality” 
does not mean “political neu- 
trality” but “withdrawal from 
politics.” 

The choice for the dissenters 
seems to be therefore either to 
secede from the Japan PEN, as 
Prof. Haga did, or to try to per- 
petuate their voice as best they 
can. 

In this latter respect, the pro. 
test from the three foreign mem- 
bers is worthy of note. Sesides 
challenging the ambiguity of the 
PEN statement on the Pasternak 
affair, they called attention to 
another fact which Seidenstick- 
er, one of the three, later term- 
ed as showing “a lack of deli- 
cacy and consideration.” 

In their words,. this lack of 
delicacy was thus described: 
“On the 10th of December, on 
the very same day when the 
Nobel Prizes were being award- 
ed in Stockholm, the Japanese 
PEN Club held a regular meet- 
ing, invited actors of the Mos- 
cow Art Theater who were then 
giving a series of performances 
in Japan, but who were not 
writers. The PEN Club mem- 
bers present were requested to 
stand up and clap their hands 
as the actors came into the 

Politician’'s Language 

Koestler also took issue with 
executive secretary Takami'’s 
remark: “But one must also 
think of the repercussions that 
might have been created if a 
statement were issued by us. I 
do not know if it is wise to 
stick to principle always.” 

Koestler said: “This, my dear 

colleagues, is the language of 
politicians and diplomats—not 
the language of writers and 
ts.” 
In reply, Miss Matsuoka as- 
serts that Koestler misunder- 
stood the meaning of Takami’s 
remark. According to her, Taka- 
mi feared that a strong protest 
might have created embarrass- 
ing and undesirable effects upon 
Pasternak. But so much con- 
cern with the “effects” seems 
to be precisely what Koestler 
attributed to politicians and 
diplomats, 

The exchange of letters has 
shown that Koestler touched in- 
deed the sore spot of the Japan 
PEN, though he may not have 
intended it. And the reply issu- 
ed in the name of Miss Matsu- 
oka stands out as an example 
of equivocation,

MERRY- GO-ROUND

WASHINGTON — President 
,Eisenhower, Prime Minister 


Macmillan and Premier Khrush- 
chev have now got themselves 
in a position where they will 
almost have to hold a summit 
conference or face the alterna- 
tive of war. 

Both sides have now edged so 
close to the Berlin brink—with 
the author of brinkmanship in 
the hospital—that neither can 
back away. Only alternative is 
a summit conference. And al- 
though President Eisenhower is 
flatly opposed to such a confer- 
ence, it’s probable he would 
prefer it to the dread prospect of 
war. 

How dangerous has been the 
brinkmanship of the past few 
days is indicated by the follow- 
ing straws in the diplomatic 
winds: 

1.-The Russian fleet has 
rushed radar picket ships to 
key points around Russia—an 
ominous move which would 
indicate the Kremlin is expect- 
ing trouble. 

2. Russian ships and sub- 
marines have been in American 
waters many times in greater 
number and closer than the 
fishing trawler that was board- 
ed last week. There were no 
incidents. ‘The boarding of the 
trawler, which never before had 
been done in American history 
in connection with a _ cable 
break, was partly inspired by 
the war of nerves between Mos- 
cow and Washington. 

3. Allen Dulles, head of Cen- 
tral Intelligence, has warned 
the White House that the Krem- 
lin may seize his brother’s ill- 
ness as an opportunity to make 
a lightning strike against some 
isolated part of the Free World. 


Allen Dulles is worried about a j 


move into Iran, which Russia 
has long coveted as a warm- 
water route to the Gulf of 
Persia. He has also warned that 


the Kremlin may crack down ' 


on the growing yearning for 
freedom in Poland. 
From a Hospital Bed 

It was the fear that Russia 
might take advantage of Sec- 
retary Dulles’s illness that caus- 
ed the President to make such a 
flat statement at his press con- 
ference, warning that the Unit- 
ed States would hot retreat an 
inch in Berlin. 

The statement was carefully 
thought out in advance, and the 
inside story of what happened 
prior to the statement is signi- 
ficant. 

During one of the President’s 
visits to Walter Reed Hospital 
te see his ailing Secretary of 
State, the latter warned that the 
Kremlin might miscalculate as 
a result of confusion and uncer- 
tainty during Dulles’s iliness 
and try to catch the United 
States off-base. Therefore he ad- 
vised Eisenhower to issue 
a strong statement warning 
Khrushchev that American pol- 
ley had not changed because the 


Secretary of State was ill and 
would not retreat over Berlin. 

Eisenhower conferred twice 
with Dulles at his hospital bed 
before finally issuing the state- 
ment. 

Simultaneously, Khrushchev 
was issuing similar statements 
both publicly in Moscow and 
privately to Prime Minister 
Macmillan. Whether Dulles’s 
advice was wise or not, re 
mains to be seen. It was a re- 
versal of what he had said be 
fore. In his own private talks 
both with deputy Premier 
Mikoyan and with Chancellor 
Adenauer, Dulles was quite 
flexible, indicated every willing- 
ness to compromise. 

But, as of this writing, both 
sides have so firmly entrenched 
their positions that compromise 
will be impossible without a 
summit conference. 

Trouble in Korea 

U.S. Ambassador Walter Dowl- 
ing in Korea has delivered a 
stern warning to President 
Syngman Rhee of South Korea 
not to try to reopen the Korean 
War. Rhee had sent an intel- 
ligence report to Washington 
that a North Korean plot was 
in the making to reinvade South 
Korea this summer. 

Ambassador Dowling suspect- 
ed that President Rhee might be 
trying to reSume the fighting 
so he could take over all Korea 
with American help; or that 
there was an attempt by Rhee 
to strengthen his political lead- 
ership against growing opposi- 
ton. 

Ambassador Dowling was call- 
ed back to Washington for ur- 
gent consultation, anc has now 
returned with an ultimatum to 
Rhee to keep the peace if he 
expects continued American aid.

Newspapers have reported 
many cases of embezzlement 
and swindling in local govern- 
ments. Recently the mayor of 
Yamaguchi City was apprehend- 
ed for embezzling nearly ¥100 
million of the public fund, 
This is only one of the few 
scandals which have come up 
to the surface among many 
others. The public is so ac- 
customed to swindling that pet- 
ty embezzlement does not as- 
tound them. 


In every country there are 
men who become easy prey to 
temptations, but such scandals 
are fewer in countries where 
moral standards are high. In 
Japan it seems that notorious 
incidents have increased after 
the war among government of- 
ficials and men in responsible 
positions. Has the moral con- 
cept degraded in Japan? 


Admitting that there are al- 
Ways men (more than women) 
who use their positions and 
pocket public funds for their 
own private use, it is the re- 
sponsibility of the voters to 
choose at the polls men of in- 


tegrity and sincerity for the 


public offices. 

Local elections are scheduled 
for April 23 and 30. The voters 
will elect governors, mayors 
arid local assemblymen. Early 
in June the election for the 
House of Councillors will take 
place. 


Generally the voters are not 
as much interested in local 
political campaigns as in the 
general election. Their indif- 
ference was proved by the fact 
that the mayor of Yamaguchi 
City was reelected in 1957 in 
spite of the fact that his dis- 
honesty and squandering of 
public funds was known to the 
voters.

ands of representatives chosen 
by the voters. If the ad- 
ministration fails to live up to 
their expectation they have the 
right to remedy the failure at 
the polls by casting their votes 
for other candidates. 

The real importance of voting 
has not been brought home to 
the majority of voters in Japan. 
Very often they think that 
their votes can be given to the 
candidates in return for the 
latter’s hospitality. It is the 
custom for a Dietman to enter- 
tain the folks from his home 
town whenever they come to 
Tokyo on a sight-seeing trip. 
He thinks it a wise investment, 
because his hospitality is sure 
to be returned at the time of 
the election. 

The Japanese people in gen- 
eral are naively unaware that 
candidates in the political races 
are going to be the representa- 
tives of voters themselves. If 
public funds are embezzled and 
squandered by mayors and as- 
semblymen it is partly the 
responsibility of the voters who 
do not realize the importance 
of elections in order to have 3 
clean administration. 

Japan's politics will never 
improve unless the voters be- 
come conscious of the gravity 
of balloting. The right to vote 
is accompanied by the responsi- 
bility to vote intelligently.

Whenever—and wherever— 
you ride a train, streetcar or 
bus in Japan, you will find the 
majority of passengers with 
their noses buried in news- 


_ papers or magazines. 


And it is a safe bet to say that 
most of them are reading sports 
newspapers with emphasis on 
professional baseball and week- 
ly publications. 

Actually, the Japanese people 
are one of the book-readingest 
people in the world. 

It is virtually a universal 
habit among them to go over 
the usual fare of newspapers 
at home and read the sports 
papers and weekly magazines 
while commuting. 

Today, roughly seyen million 
copies of weekly magazines, 
representing some 20 publica- 
tions, go into circulation . each 
week. This means one out of 
every three families reads a 
weekly magazine. 

Soichi Oya, a noted commen- 
tator, has this to say about the 
influx of weekly publications: 

“In Japan, the word ‘maga- 
zine’ meant monthly magazines. 
Now, weekly publications have 
taken over, and you have to 
use the adjective ‘monthly’ 
when you refer to monthly 

zines.” 

The weekly magazines, which 
have expanded phenomenally 
in variety and circulation dur- 
ing the past four years, are 
showing signs of multiplying at 
an even quicker pace this year. 

A new, hitherto untapped 
field will be opened up when 
weekly publications devoted to 
children hit the stands soon. 

The Kodansha and Shogak- 
kan, leading publishing firms 
that specialize in study books 
for children, are preparing ‘to 
put out weekly magazines for 
the small fry when the new 
school term starts in April. So 
is a bookstore called Akita 
Shoten. 

A professor of psychology 
doubts the educational value of 
the new weekly magazine for 
children but thinks it will be 
commercially profitable. 

The Asahi Shimbun, which 
already publishes the weeklies 
Shukan Asahi and Asahi Graph, 
plans to start in March another 
one called Asahi Journal, aimed 
at a higher class of readers. 
Shukan Asahi is believed to be 
the forerunner of Japanese 
weekly magazines and to have 
the largest circulation. 

The Mainichi Shimbun which 
already has the weekly Sunday 
Mainichi late last year changed 
its weekly economic magazine 
Economist to an all-purpose 
magazine. 

The two companies publish- 


.ing the highly reputed monthly 


magazines Chuo Koron and 
Bungei Shunju are also plan- 
ning to come out with new 
weeklies. 

The only well-known Japa- 
nese publisher who has not yet 
declared its intention of pub- 
lishing a weekly is the Iwanami 
Shoten. 

Despite the weeklies boom in 
Japan there has been nothing 
comparable to Time maga- 
zine, New Statesman and Na- 
tion. 

The publication of an 
analytical study of weekly 
magazines is also planned by 4 
group of youthful students of 
journalism. 

Weekly magazines, with 
readership among the majority 
of the Japanese population and 
attracting half the total 
magazine advertisements, is an 
essential subject of Study and 
analysis for both students of 
mass communications and 
vertisers. 

To date such studies into the 
cause and extent of the booming 
sales of weekly magazines have 
appeared only in trade journals 
of the publishing industry. 

Why are weeklies so popu- 
lar? 

First, they are cheap. They 
bring to readers a wide variety 
of information in highly digest- 
able form for only ¥30 (about 
8 cents) per regular copy. 

They contain popularized ver- 
sions of domestic and interna- 
tional news, gossip loaded with 
human interest, screen, concert 
and theater schedules for the

week, book reviews, serials, 
cartoons and a considerable 
amount of photo pages. 


Nearly all of them carry cross- 
word puzzles, bonanzagrams 
and other quizzes. 


The solution of these quizzes 
often requires a considerabie 
amount of knowledge and as of- 
ten as not draws more than 10,- 
000 readers. 


Perhaps the key to the popvu- 
larity of the weeklies lies in 
their easy-to-understand . con- 
tents. - 


“We are trving to readers 
who have an educational level 
of senior high school grad- 
uates,” said one weekly editor 
in chief. 

The number of senior h 
school graduates has been 
creasing by about 700,000 every 
year. 

Therefore, aiming at this level 
is getting the majority of 
Japan’s reading population. 

According to a survey, these 
are the readers of weekly maga- 
zines: 

1. Those who are too busy 
to read books find weekly maga- 
zines handy to read when they 
have the time. They are most- 
ly salaried people. 

Men and women of all ages, 
from children to the aged. - 
Those in the 20s, 30s and 40s 
represent the ater portion of 
this reading class. 

3, The majority of weekly 
readers are in urban areas, 

Until the end of last year, the 
prediction was that the huge 
number of weeklies would have 
to face a showdown sales battle 
this year and that it would be 
the survival of the fittest. 

But this prediction seems to 
have missed its mark, because 
ell publishers are confident that 
the market can be expanded 
further. This confidence has 
been shown in the appearance 
of weeklies for children and 
the well-educated class. 

And it is very likely that 
more weeklies of different types 
will come out. These may be 
graphic weeklies carrying many 
scene or “sex weeklies” featur- 
ng obscene stories and pictures.
